Further improvement in the pope's 
condition was shown by the fact that 
he was able to retain a quantity of 
chicken jelly, and that he slept peace- 
fully for a considerable time. Early 
in the evening he acknowledged that 
he was feeling the benefit of the abso- 
lute rest imposed upon him, and that 
he felt more inclined to sleep naturally 
than at any time since his illness. 

The pope ts extremely concerned at 
the trouble he gives to those around 
him, often expressing to them ‘this deep 
gratitude, especially those who assist 
him at night, repeatedly urging them 
to go to bed, and sometimes his insist- 
ance is so marked that to satisfy him 
they leave the room. 

Pontiff Calis for Favorite Hymns. 

All his life the pope has been a 
great lover of music. The composer, 
Monsignor Lorenzo Perosi, owes him 
much, aS the pope aided him to attain 
success. The two were great friends 
when the pontiff was patrfarch of 
Venice. 

Once raised to the pontifical chair 
he did not forget the young composer, 
whom he took to Rome with him and 
allowed him, contrary to the tradition 
of the papacy, to share his meals. With 
the aid of Perosi the accomplished 
those reforms in church music which 
were among the first manifestations of 
his papal activity and restored the 
Gregorian chant to its orfginal char- 
acter and place in the church.

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CALIFORNIA HALTS 
ON ALIEN LAND LAW 


Probable Effect of Measure on 
European Capital Now Is 
Issue—Strong Protests by 
European Syndicates. 


Sacramento, Cal., April 16.—-Not the 
exclusion of the Japanese farmer, but 
the probable effect of the proposed 
alien land law on European capital 
invested in the state is now the prin- 
cipal issue involved in discussion of 
the bills proposing to restrict th 
rights of foreigners in California, one 
of which was passed yesterday by the 
assembly. 

Protest has arisen from represent- 
atives of English and continental syn- 
dicates, and a stronger influence than 
that represented by the former com- 
plaints of the Japanese government is 
being brought to bear in an effort to 
kill the measures altogether or to 
amend them in such a way as to affect

only the Japanese. 
Ne Distinction in Races. 
The assembly bill passed yesterday 


permits corporations controlled by 
persons eligible to citizenship to own 
property, but the senate bill now 
awaiting a vote makes no distinction 
in races. The senate bill is in line 
with the sentiment heretofore exist- 
ing against giving offense to Japan by 
discrimination in favor of the subjects 
,Of any nation. 

_ The senate bill classes all foreign 
‘syndicates and corporations as aliens, 
and it Is admitted that if the wording 
of the act be retained it will be im- 
possible to exempt Europeans. 

Within the last 24 hours scores of 
|letters and telegrams have been re- 
ceived, and a dozen attorneys and cap- 
italists have made their appearance, 
all protesting against a law that 
would be inimical to present or future 
investments of banking syndicates of 


London, Paris and Berlin. The stocks 
of several large corporations of Cali- 
fornia are dealt in on the exchanges 
of Kuropean capitals. Under the sen- 
ate bill the property owned by such 
corporation would be subject to 


escheat to the state after one year. 
Impartial Law Wanted. 
Senator Thompson, author of the 
senate bill, is convinced that inter- 
national complications can be prevent- 
ed only by enacting an impartial law,

restricting all aliens alike, and for 
this reason he is opposed to the as- 
sembly bill. 

That bill, he said, differed from the

Brussels, April 16—*“At a time 
when 350,000 men are out on strike,” 
was a phrase which occurred in the 
premier’s speech before the chamber of 
deputies this afternoon.

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LICENSING NEWSPAPER MEN. 


Lieutenant Governor Barrett O’Hara, of 
Illinois, whose anti-vice crusade has kept 
his devoted head haloed by the limelight, 
a brand-new “uplift” wrinkle. He 
would newspaper men and trans- 
form their vocation into a “profession.” 
He is now drawing a bill looking to that 
end, and it will be introduced and pushed 
in the Illinois legislature. Applicants for 
positions as reporters, editors, copy-readers 
and such like must hie them before an ex- 
amining board. If they measure up to the 
tests—and the only one laid down in the 
rather vague dispatch is an apprenticeship 
of four years—they are duly licensed. Men 
already in harness are exempt. Violations 
will cost the offender an amount daily far 
exceeding his salary, and the paper that 
employs him a sum ranging from $20 to 
$100. 

The surprising feature is that the lieu- 
tenant governor is himself a former news- 
paper man. It would be natural to assume 
that a man with actual experience would 
see the folly of attempting to reduce news- 
paper work to almost an exact science, or 
treating it as society treats law and medi- 
cine.

-Even with al] 
these precautions, there is a plentitude of 
shysters among the lawyers and of quacks 
among the doctors. 

How the adoption of this method of 
handling newspaper men would promote 
morals and the general welfare is not pre- 
cisely apparent. Licensing is in itself 
wholly superfluous. The man who has 
served a four-year apprenticeship in jour- 
nalism doesnt need either a license or a 
diploma. He has proved his ability or 
established his unfitness. Given the right 
sort of equipment, he is an inde- 
pendent individual and can secure em- 
ployment. almost anywhere. If it be thought 
that licenses will protect the community 
against irresponsible exaggerations or un- 
moral journalism that is a fundamental 
mistake. The crooked newspaper man is 
no more tolerated by his fellows than the 
crook in any other calling. And as to en- 
dowing the newspaper with professional 
standing, that also is a waste of energy. 
Journalism is aiready a profession and un- 
der that most powerful of all laws, the un- 
written one, the distinction and dignity it 
confers upon its followers are determined

Gossip Caught in Corridors 
Of the National Capitol 


Bvy John Corrigan. Jr. 


The length of William J. Bryan's service 
in the Wilson cabinet is a question now 
freely discussed, though in a guarded under- 
tone, in political circles in Washington. 

So far as can be seen, the relations 
between the president and his premier are 
entirely cordial and sympathetic. Yet old- 
time observers in Washington declare that 
while Mr. Bryan is secretary of state in 
name, he is less so in reality than any man 
who ha®@ filled that place for many adminis- 
trations. If this state of affairs continues it 
{is claimed there is but one way for it to 
end, and that ts for Mr. Bryan to resign. 

Mr. Bryan, up to the present time, has 
taken no apparent part in the administration 
of his own department further than to take 
the oath and wear the title of office 
Three important diplomatic questions have 
called forth action by the new administra- 
tion, and in each instance it was taken from 
the white house, and in the name of Presi- 
dent Wilson. First was the declaration of 
the administration's attitude toward the 
Central and South American republics, which 
Was regarded as an expression of the posi- 
tion the party in power would take on the 
Monroe doctrine. This statement was issued 
from the white house. Ordinarily such a 
matter would thave been handled through the 
department of state in the name of the sec- 
retary, speaking for the president. 

Next came the pronunciamento on “dollar 
diplomacy,’ with especial reference to the 
Chinese loan. It likewise came from the 
white house, although it was essentially a 
State department matter, for the ambassadors 
of five great powers interested with the 
United States in the Chinese loan question 
should have been informed through the state 
department of the changed attitude of this 
government. At least not to do so wap a 
marked departure from former customs, and 
50 unusual was this procedure in diplomatic 
matters that comment was called forth from 
all the chancellories of Europe. 

The third development indicating that 
President Wilson, while he has an able and 
distinguished secretary of state, is to a great 
extent transferring the duties of that official 
to the white house, was the action taken in 
regard to the proposed recognition of the 
new Chinese republic. The announcement 
of the intention of this government was not 
issued from the state department, through 
Secretary Bryan, but from the white house 
in the name of President Wilson. This may 
be another matter of breaking precedents, 
and may be with the full and cordial consent 
of the secretary of state, but it is so out of 
the usual that there is considerable specula- 
tion. 

When statements relative to international 
affairs are made from the department of 
state it is always to be taken for granted 
that they have the sanction and approval of 
the president. When they are made from the 
white house it does not necessarily follow 
that they reflect the views and wishes of 
the premier This has been pointed out by 
members of the diplomatic corps in Wash- 
ington and other experts. However. in the 
three instances cited, coupled with their 
announcement at the white house, was an 
announcement that Secretary Bryan approved 
the position of the administration. 

Another straw which has added fuel to 
the gossip is what has been done so far 
with reference to diplomafic appointments. 
Every appointment or tender of an 
sadorship has from the white 
The first man to whom President Wilson 
tendered the post of ambassador to Great 
Britain, Richard Olney, is a man with whom 
Mr. Bryan never had anything in 
politically, and no one by any 
deduction could have believed him a Bryan 
selection. And now finally comes the selec- 
tion of Walter Hines Page, editor of The 
World's Work. 

Mr. Page, as an editorial writer, has con- 
sistently been a most caustic critic of Mr. 
Bryan, and even since his selection there 
appearsinthe Aprilissue of World’s Work an 
editorial, if not from his own pen, at least 
by his approval, which cannot possibly be 
twisted into a compliment to the secretary of 
State. In this editorial Mr. Page says in 
part: “President Wilson’s cabinet is, as a 
whole, wisely chosen.” He then briefly deals 
with individuals, carefully refraining from 
mentioning Mr. Bryan. Then adds: 

“When we come to the three political 
appointments—well, they are political. Their 
choice is legitimate—provided the depart- 
ments entrusted t othese gentlemen do not 
suffer. The state portfolio the president 
must himself hold whenever important for- 
eign questions come up.” 

Certainly when Mr. Page penned that 
paragraph he did not expect to be appointed 
ambassador to the most Important post in 
the diplomatic service to serve under one 
of the president's “political” appointees, nor 
would he have suggested the possibility of 
“the departments entrusted to these gentle- 
men’ suffering. This editorial itself is an 
alibi for Mr. Bryan to the American public 
that he did not select the ambassador to 
England. 

It is not believed, at least not In demo- 
cratic ranks, that there will be an open 
rupture between the president and Mr. Bryan, 
but it would not occasion surprise if Mr. 
Bryan would soon begin to feel the restraint 
of his position and come to the conclusion 
that his talents were being hid under the 
Wilson bushel. 

In addition to that, Mr. Bryan is looked 
upon as certain to be an active candidate 
for the presidential nomination of his party 
in 1916. He is the most aggressive advocate 
of the one-term idea, and it is said to be his 
opinion that the 
the democratic national platform adopted at 
Baltimore is that one which commits the 
party to the proposition that a president 
shall not be eligible for re-election. If these 
things all be true there may be some foun- 
dation in the belief of many that Mr. Bryan 
will not be among the counsellors of the 
president around the cabinet table for any 
length of time.

DID ROUSSEAU COMMIT 
SUICIDE? 


One of the most striking characters in 
French literature is Jean Jacques Rousseau, 
striking not alone for his marvelous gifts as 
a philosopher and writer, but for the many 
sides to his character, some of which were 
as uncommendable as others were commend- 
able. Very many of the qualities possessed 
by Rousseau repel us, but, on the other hand, 
there were an equally strong number that 
had an unusual appeal. His delicate health 
may have been the cause for many of his 
eccentricities, and especially for his being 
so strangely morbid. 

Rousseau was born in Geneva, Switzer- 
land, on June 28, 1712, and died at Ermenon- 
ville, France, on July 2, 1778. 
death. Some writers affirm that,

There is no doubt that at 
the time of his death this brilliant genius 
was a semi-lunatic. His death occurred at 
the beautiful country home of Rene de Girar- 
din, and he was first buried in the island 
of poplars on the estate, but later his body 
was taken to Paris and placed in the 
Pantheon. De Girardin, naturally, 
his death as due to natural causes, but he 
was his firm friend and admirer, and wanted 
the world to think the very best of him. 
This was only natural because he was har- 
boring under his own roof, and as his 
guest one of the greatest geniuses of his 
age. 

Rousseau’s most remarkable book is his 
“Confessions.” It is an unreliable book, but 
it gives the man’s distorted views of his own 
life and of life in general. The greatest 
writers since his time have declared that 
the “Confessions of Rousseau” influenced 
their literary work and their manner of

But what an interesting study is the life 
of this literary wonder! He was only 16 
years of age when one day in Mareh he left 
his father’s home and walked outside the 
walls of Geneva. Meditating on the cruelty 
of the engraver, with whom he was learning 
a trade, he became absorbed in a keen enjoy- 
ment of his momentary freedom. Returning, 
he found the city gates locked, and suddenly 
he was inspired with the idea of escaping 
from his hateful surroundings, and he started 
off to Savoy to begin a life of strange adven- 
ture and unique experiences. 

After wandering about for some time he 
engaged himself as a footman, but having ‘ 
stolen some valuables, he saved himself from 
punishment only by blaming the theft on a 
maid. His experience during the next few 
years led him throug? all grades of society, 
from vagabondage to court 
33 years old when he first became known as 
a clever writer and musician. He followed 
up his literary success by a really beautiful 
opera. But his attacks on various French 
customs and ideals made Paris an uncom- 
fortable abode for him. Thereupon he re- 
solved to go back home, where he met with 
a cordial reception from the learned men of 
Switzerland. 

Here again he resumed his Hterary work, 
and dazzled the world by his clever “prob- 
lem novels” and philosophical treaties, but 
he continued his life effort of making as 
many enemies as possible. Finally, having 
become persona non grata at home, as well 
France, went to England, 
but there he quarrelled with. his patrons, 
behaved insolently toward the king and was 
compelled to

return to the continent. 
Finally he was allowed to settle in Paris, 
but his health, as well as his mind. had 
become shattered by this time, and his chief 
hallucination was that the whole world was 
plotting against him. To further add to his 
woes he married Therese Le Vasseur, a for- 


mer cook in a third-rate inn. Their five 


| children he sent to a foundling asylum, thus 


giving his enemies a fine chagce to compare 
his unnatural action with the high senti- 
ments he had written about the sanctity of 
the home and the education of the young. 

Therese’s mother would have been an 
ideal subject for the comic paper cartoonist, 
and she rendered Rousseau'’s home life miser- 
able. But Therese seems not to have gained 
anything by her years of association with 
this literary genius, for almost immediately 
followimg his death, she married one of the 
grooms connected with the Girardin stables. 
Rousseau brought all his troubles upon him- 
self, and it was likely that his own hand put 
an end to it all, but Girardin was too much 
of an admirer to acknowledge other than 
that he had died in a fit. The truth regard- 
ing his death will never be known.

HENRY CLAY. 


By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash.”

Of all Americans who flourished in the 
first half of the last century, there were none 
more ponderous than Henry Clay. For 
twenty-five years he was the biggest man in 
his country, and six times during that period 
he stood around, hat in hand, and watched 
some smaller-sized American being inau- 
Surated president. 

Clay was born in Virginia. April 12, 1777. 
His father died when he was 5, and soon 
afterwards he began Supporting his family 
in true presidential timber style. At 15 he 
was a clerk at Richmond. At 21 he was a 
lawyer in Lexington, Ky., and marching on 
toward fame with giant leaps. 

Clay entered politics as soon as he had 
bought his office desk. He immediately be- 
came known as a fine orator. He acquired 
the art by practicing in the cornfields instead 
of upon the after-dinner prisoners, and thus 
won the love of 4All. At 23 he was 
& legislator and at 29 he was senator 
of Kentucky. Everyone predicted that he 
would be president as soon as he was old 
enough, and there was some criticism of the 
constitution, because it compelled him to 
hang around until the age of 36 before 
assuming the office. 

Clay led a busy life in his thirties, fight- 
img duels, helping draw up the treaty of 
Ghent and serving as speaker of the house 
of representatives. In 1824 he was a candie- 
date for president, and when the election got 
into the house of representatives, he helped 
elect John Quincy Adams, thus winning the 
undying hate of Andrew Jackson, who was 
the most fluent and successful hater of those 
times. This made Clay’s life a burden to 
him, knocked him out of the presidency 
with great frequency, compelled him to load 
up ‘his dueling pistols time and again, and 
kept him busy explaining the rest of his life. 

From 1824 to 1850 Clay was so big a man 
that he had to settle every national quar- 
rel. Those were impatient and warlike days, 
and a dozen times the country showed signs 
of parting tn the middle during the deadlock 
In congress. On each occasion Clay was 
called on to arrange a compromise, and he 
always succeeded, not only in patching up 
peace, but in winning a lot of permanent 
enemies. Now and then he would run for 
President, at which times these enemies

would band together and hold parades which 
were hours in passing a given point. He 
died in 1852, a disappointed man, after havy- 
ing postponed the civil war for thirty years. 

Clay's fate would probably have been dif- 
ferent if he had not compromised so mu¢éh. 
He was always ready to load up a horse pis- 
tol and fight a political opponent, but he 
could not bear to see his country quarrel, and 
he got what peacemakers usually get.

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Supreme Court Decisions. 

The supreme court and the state 
court of appeals handed down a large 
number of decisiong yesterday, and 
we of them contained important rul- 
ngs. 

The most important case was that of 
the Athens bank officials, which is 
Siven in full elsewhere. 


In the case of S. F. Culpepper, ad- 
Ministrator, v. J. M. Crane, admimistra- 
tor, the supreme court held that Mrs. 
William J. Mitchell could not claim a 
year’s support out of property which 
she. had occupied as a homestead 
twenty years after the death of her 
husband. The court's ruling was that 
when one voluntarily elects to live on 


cannot afterwards claim support from 
the property upon leaving it. Mrs. 
Mitchell] lives in Meriwether county, 
and her husband died in 1881, and she 
lived on the property for twenty 
years, and then asked for a year’s sup- 
port. She died while the case was 
pending, and it was carried on by her 
administrator. The judgment of the 


lower court in the Coweta circult was 
reversed. 


Wires Strung Over Mills. 

The supreme court held, in the case 
of G. B, Stribbling and others v. the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
that the superior court of the north- 
eastern circuit had erred in declaring 
that it had no discretion in the prem- 
ises. The case grew out of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company 
Stringing electric current wires over 
four acres of land belonging to Strib- 
dling, et al., in Habersham county, for 
the purpose of bringing the current 
from the Tallulah river to Atlanta. 
The plaintiffs claimeithat the wires 
would injure their mills, and sought an 
injunction, which was denied. As no 
Supersedeas was granted, the wires 
were strung before the case could be 
veard by the higher court. The su- 
preme court directed that the case be 
reopened and heard on the law and the 
facts. 

In the case of Moon v. the State, the 
court of appeals held that “in order to 
authorize a conviction of arson the 
corpus delicti must be established in- 
dependent of the confession of the ac- 
cused. The case came from the Madi- 
50n superior court, and the lower court 
was reversed, 


Widow Loses $4,000 Policy. 

Under the decision of the court of 
appeals, Mrs. Annie I. Gaynor, of Sa- 
vannah, loses the $4,000 accident poli- 
cy of her husband in the Travelers’ 
Insurance company. Gaynor was shot 
and killed in Savannah by J. B Davis, 
a convict guard, who wasdrunk. Da- 
vis said afterwards that his “face had 
been slapped.” While the court held 
that “where one person injures an- 
other and the injury ts not the result 
of misconduct or participation of the 
injured party, and is unforeseen by 
him, it is to him accidental, although 
it may be intentionally inflicted by 
the other party, yet it rules against 
Mrs. Gaynor because of a clause in the 
policy carrying a number of excep- 
tions, among them the one which read 
as follows: 

“Tuis insurance shall not cover dis- 
appearance, sulcide, sane or insane, 
injuries, fatal or non-fatal, intention- 
ally self-inflicted or intentionally in- 
flicted upon the insured by any other 
person, sane or insane.” 

The judgment of the lower court was 
affirmed. 

Defects tn a form of court summons 
cannot be Claimed as a material cir- 
Cumstance if the defendant-appears in 
court and makes no motion for a con- 
tinuance, was the ruling of the court 
of appeals in the case of C. W. Hath- 
away v, the City of Atlanta. The case 
Was first tried in the recorder’s court 
of Atlanta. The judgement of the 
lower court was affirmed. 


Tax Increases Are Small. 


The tax returns of railroads and 
other similar corporations which have 
been made to the comptroller general 
show a very small increase over the 
returns for 1912. 

A few of the return have been re- 
ferred back to the corporations for in- 
creases. The Georgia Railway and 
Power company has been asked to sgub- 
mit a detailed statement showing the 
Value of the various kinds of property 
owned. The Southern Bell Telephone 
and Telegraph company did not return 
as much as the comptroller thought it 
should. 3 

The comptroller general says that 
because of the valuation day, January 
l, being the same as that when the 
corporations pay semi-annual interest, 
the state has lost several thousand 
dollars. It is caused by the corpora- 
tions having their treasuries depleted 
at the time valuations are made. Be- 
cause of this fact the returns of the 
Central railroad alone shows a decrease 
of $346,670. 

The comptroller furnishes a number 
of comparisons showing how decreas- 
es have occurred because of the valu- 
ation @iy having been made January 
1 by the new constitutional amend- 
ment. 

It is pointed out by the comptroller 
that while the increased operating ex- 
penses served to affect the values of 
franchises, yet in every case the physi- 
cal property shows increases.

The convention was called to order, 
with 126 delegates present, and many 
more are to come in.
